% London. 


It is a daily publication for housewives, to 
be delivered by carriers after tne men of 
the family have gone to business in the 
morning. 
The carrier will stop to take 


the grocery order or any other commission 
to be filled in town and the pappr will 
cater to the tastes of the women of 
Lon- 


don for news und advertising announce- 
ments not to mention the gossip of the 
town. 


A peculiar feature of Mr. Stead's ven- 


ture is that he will issue different editions 
for different sections of London, se'vinu 
the East Endera with what he thicks wiU 
iniereft them und something different for 
the gentry in an arixtocrat-ic quatter. 


A brief outline of Mr. Stead's plan may 


not do full jurtice to bin idea, but It will 
invite little but ridicule among practical 
newspaper men in this country. 
The pro- 


position seems amateurish in the extreme. 
Mr. Stead intends to eliminate all the 
newa which he considers or interest only 
tu the men and serve a special daily bulle- 
tin to the women and children at home. 
If hia paper is worth distributing at all it 
should be delivered promptly to subscrib- 
ers, but the carrier will linger to chut 
with the mistreaB of the house, or more 
likely the cook, and will make a leisurely 
progress throuuh the district he canvasses 
for shop orders. 
Such a combination of 


order soliciting and newspaper delivery is 
ridiculou . 


•Mr. Stead seems to think that a good 


deal in the newspapers is of no interest to 
the women. 
That is tiue. but all women 


are net alike in their taste for news. They 
would generally prefer to scan the whole 
paper and make their own selections. 
What Mr. Stead proposes to do may please 
some of his patrons, but it is not journal- 
ism.

W. E. Meehan, Commissioner of Fisher- 


ies, in his report for the past six months 
gives some information concerning the 
(Kb hatchery that is to be built at Torres- 
dale says: 


A number of citizens in Philadelphia 


were very anxious to have B hatcherv 
located in that county and finally Indicat- 
ed a magnificent site at Torresdale on the 
Delaware River.
